What the Astronomers Say.
The comet which I overy night be.
coming more distivetly visible, will it Is
said, within the next two wesks, afford
mors and better Information regarding
the matetinl nature of comets than  has
boen avallable for four thousand years,
Aceording to Professor Swift of Roch
ester, who for nearly twenty years has
glven his attenMen to this particular
branch of astronomy, and who discover-
@ this present comet before its appenr-
aunve in Europe had been announced by
Coggin, the tail every evenlng Inoronses
in longth by three or fout degrees, and
it Is travelling In a direct course toward
the c¢arth at the rate of thirty miles a
stcond. Despite this tremendious ve-
loolty, as it has yet to traverse 8 spaoce
of mora than 20,000,000 mijes, Pofessor
Swift thinks that It will not extend so
far durlng 1ts visibility. 'The epinions
of the savaus of astronomy of this sub-
Jeet vary, however; Pofessor Plerce snys
hie has stil some **hopes* of & collistion.
But even should our planet come Into
contact with the comet the genernl opin-
fon among scientists, among them Prof«
easor Swilt, 1s that the matter of which
the latter is composed Is so rare thatthe
mueting wonld be Imperceptible. The
tall which Incroases In length at the rate
of 500,000 miles a day, way possibly
sweep over the earth, in which case
there are n few astronomers who hold
that all life wounld be scorched off this
planet; but the more gen erally nccepted
theory is that there would be no per-
ceptible results, not even an Increase of
hent.

Prof. Swift belives that this comet,
which hasnever beforebeen visible from
the earth, will never visitusagain,a theo-
ry which he deduees from the fact that its
obit s parabolie, The disk seems to par-
take more of the planetary than of the
stellar nature, and Its neclens is exceed-
Ingly bright. It will be nearest to the
sun on the 10th of this month, when It
will be within (63,000,000 miles of that
luminnry.

Prof. Swift thinks the tail is splitiing
and incrensing in width, and that before
It disapponrs two tails will _probably be
visible. Prof; Tyndall predioted that
the carth would at one time or another
be enveloped Inits tall—an event which
Is not impossible should its increnssy in
width continue. The tall, liowever, be-!
side being of rare, nebulous matter, is
hollow, and beyond a possible display
of eleotrielty, would not, ashas been ba-
fore observed, eause any effects by com-
ing In contact with our planet,—N. X.
Sun.
